Enderlin. N. D., Doc. 24.—le a d e d to 
Its full capacity with people going to 
their homes in the East to spend the 
Christmas 
holidays, the 
southbound 
train on the Minneapolis, St. Paul and 
Sault Ste. Marie crashed Into a switch 
engine in the west end of the railroad 
yards at this place at 2:10 a. rn. 
Nine 
men were killed outright and one since 
has died of his injuries. 
Thirty-seven 
were seriously injured and It is likely 
that the death list 
will be added to. 
All of the fatalities 
occurred in the 
smoking car. which 
was completely 
telescoped by the baggage car. 
Here 
also were most of those who were in­ 
jured. only two of the 
occupants of 
this car escaping injury. 
The car was 
crowded and as the whistle had just 
sounded for Enderlin, 
almost every 
one was on his feet 
when the crash 
carne and the dead and wounded were 
piled into almost inextricable mass s. 
As this point 
is a divisional head- 
headquarters 
of the 
road 
a rescue 
party soon was formed and assisted 
by citizens the work of taking out the 
dead and injured was begun at once 
ann continued throughout the night. 
The little hospital was soon crowded 
to its full capacity 
with those hurt 
and the hotels were 
converted into 
e: .cl 
-ncv hospitals, where the other 
Injured 
wore cared for. 
There 
are 
bul four physicians in Enderlin and a 
special 
train 
with 
physicians 
and 
nurses was hastily made up at Valley 
City and rushed 
to tho scene of the 
wreck. 
The wreckage 
took tire from 
the 
overturned stoves used In heating the 
cars and there was a race between the 
rescuers and the 
flames. 
By almost 
superhuman efforts the rescuing party 
managed to fight off the flames until 
all of the dead and injured had Im n 
removed 
from 
the 
wrecked 
cars, 
I winch then were allowed to burn to 
i get them out of the way. 
j 
Ooh a few passengers in the day 
coach were injured and in the sleevi­ 
ers, none of which left the track, there 
were no casualties.

The train which was wrecked was 
the southbound 
accommodation run­ 
ning between Moosejaw, Can., and St. 
Paul, Minn. 
It Is due here at 11:45 
p. rn. but was nearly three hours late. 
The engineer was running his engine 
at a high rate of speed in an endeavor 
to make up the lost time. 
A switch 
engine was shifting a cut of box cars 
in the western end of the yards and 
had just pushed them on the siding 
as the accommodation train suddenly 
swung Into 
sight around 
the curve. 
The siding was not long enough to al­ 
low the box cars and engine to clear 
the main track and a head-on collision 
ensued between the switch engine and 
that of the passenger train. 
Both lo­ 
comotives were practically demolished 
by tile force of the collision and the 
baggage 
car 
crashed 
through 
the 
smoking car, completely telescoping it. 
(Inc of the day coaches 
also was de­ 
railed and somewhat, battered up, but 
only a few passengers In this coach 
were injured. 
The other day coaches 
and the sleeping cars did not leave the 
track and beyond suffering from the 
shock of tho collision none of their oc­ 
cupants was hurt. 
It is Impossible to learn who wrns at 
fault in the accident. 
It is said that 
tho switch engine had been given a 
portion of the running time of the pas­ 
senger in which to shift 
cars in the 
yards, and it is supposed that the pas- 
remeer train had made up more of its 
lest time than had been anticipated 
by the crew of the switch engine. 
The engineers and firemen on both 
‘he switch engine and that of the pas- 
r.rnger, wk'*n they saw that a collision 
was inevitable, leaped and saved their 
lives.

W ashta ton,

114.—President 
Roosevelt has Issued 
a proclamation 
calling 
on the people of tho 
United 
States to contribute funds for the re 
lief of millions of famine sufferers in 
China, who are on the verge of starva 
Hon. 
The president says that he will 
ask congress for authority to use gov­ 
ernment 
transport vessels to 
carry 
food 
to the famine-stricken 
region 
Tho proclamation follows: 
“The people of the United States: — 
There is an appalling famine in China 
Through a district covering over 40, 
OOO square 
miles and 
supporting a 
poppulation 
of 15,000,000, the 
crops 
have been 
destroyed by floods 
and 
rn ii I Ion is of people are on the verge of 
starvation; 
thousands 
of 
dwellings 
have been destroyed and their inmates 
are without homes. 
An urgent appeal 
has been made for the assistance ot 
the United States. 
“Our people have often under simi­ 
lar 
conditions of distress 
In 
other 
countries 
responded generously 
to 
such 
appeals. 
Amid our 
abounding 
prosperity and in this holiday season 
of 
good 
will to 
man assuredly 
we 
should do our part to aid the unfortu­ 
nate and relieve the distressed among 
the people of China, to whom he have 
been 
allied 
for so 
many ye; rs 
In 
friendship and kindness. 
”1 shall ask congress upon Its next 
day of session for authority to use our 
transport vessels to carry 
flour and 
other food to the famine-stricken re­ 
gion. 
“ I recommend that contributions for 
the purchase of such food and for oth­ 
er appropriate 
relief be sent 
to Hie 
American National Red Cross, which 
will take 
care of the 
expenditures.

Discusses the Church 


Trou ble in France. 


St. Paul, Dec. 24.—Archbishop Ire­ 
land 
spoke at the 
Cathedral in 
the 
evening on "The Church and State in 
France,” giving a review’ of tho pres­ 
ent trouble between 
the church and 
state In that country, Its causes, re ­ 
sults 
and 
probable 
outcome. 
The 
archbishop does not think that there 
will be any violent resistance to the 
laws of associations which the church 
has refused to accept. 
But he stated 
that the law of associations must be 
amended so as to bring to the church 
justice and freedom, else the reign of 
passive resistance will continue. 
Infidelity 
and hatred 
of 
religion 
dominates 
the 
minds 
that 
govern 
Franco, said the archbishop. The idea 
of hatred of religion and the omnipo­ 
tence of the state is the cause of the 
trouble. 
The archbishop stated that 
tho law of associations 
Is permeated 
wlih the sprit of injustice and persecu­ 
tion and th at it permits confiscation 
of the blackest dye. 
He stated that 
the Catholic church never will agree 
to lodge the 
possession of her 
tem ­ 
poralities or the regulation of lier wor­ 
ship in associations independent of the 
Control of her beirarchy,

fering no 111-effect s from Ills unusual 
experience. 
“I ani feeling fine.” was the first re­ 
mark 
the miner 
made on 
reaching 
freedom. 
Hicks aided his rescuers during the 
last few moments, eagerly digging his 
way through the in (nature tunnel made 
by the work .lien. 
He is not emaciated 
as was expected and did not n eu the 
stimulants that bad been prepared for 
him. 
When he bad progressed about half 
way he 
stopped and 
Superintendent 
Frank Miller who stood at the tube at 
the mouth 
of the shaft, immediately 
called and asked what was the matter. 
“Oh, nothing,” Hicks 
called back. 
“ I'm just going 
to stop. 
I’m 
out of 
wind. 
My wind 
Is very 
short, you 
know’.” 
Then Hicks moved a few inches fur­ 
ther toward 
freedom and 
his arms 
were seized bv Dr. St inch field and a 
workman. 
The two, exerting all their 
strength, pulled Hicks into the main 
tunnel. 
Dr. 
Stlnchfleld, with 
tears 
in his 
eyes and his hands laid affectionately 
on Hicks’ shoulder, said: 
“Well, how’ are you, old boy?” 
Showing much emotion, 
Hicks an­ 
swered : 
“I am 
feeling 
fine. 
I can 
never 
thank you, doctor, for what you have 
done.” 
Supenintendent 
Cone. 
who 
has 
staved by the w’ork day and night di- 
recting the work of rescue, said: 
“I ara glad 
to soc you 
again, old 
man.” 
Hicks, with choked voice, attem pted 
to thank him. 
Lindsay B. Hicks mounted a saddle 
horse 
and rode to 
the hospital 
at 
Camp No. 2, a mile and a half from 
the scone of the 
disaster. 
He will 
spend Christmas at the hospital as tho 
guest of Dr. Stinchfield, the physician 
to whom the praise 
for the rem ark­ 
able 
physical 
and mental 
condition 
Hicks wras found is due. 


Great Surprise to the Doctor. 
Tho rem arkable condition of Hicks 
was a great surprise to Dr. Stinchfield. 
The doctor said: 
“ I found th at his tem perature was 
normal just after the rescue and his 
pulse 
a trifle high, 
which was 
un­ 
doubtedly due to the excitement un­ 
der which 
the miner was 
laboring. 
His face is free from any lines or fur­ 
rows, and 
to look at him you 
could 
not see any difference 
from an ordi­ 
nary workingman who had just done a 
few 
days’ work 
In a shaft. 
He 
is 
weak in the legs and knees, find his 
legs are sore, caused by sitting in one 
position, unable 
to move. 
W hat lit 
tie nervousness he displays will van 
bsh just as soon as ho grows strong 
er.” 
Further discussing his experience, 
Hicks said: 
“Tho only fear I had when I found 
that I was closed in was that I might 
suffer from the lack of air when the 
timbers crashed in and a cloud of dust 
filled the space and nearly suffocated 
me. 
This dust in my opinion caused 
tbf> death of the two men above mo I 
heard them struggling frantically for 
about three hours and I know thei r 
death was caused by strangulation 
“The tobacco was my staff of life. I 
don't know what I would ha v e done 
without it. 
TOvery piece of it I chewed 
I made last as long 
as I could and 
when no rn -rn could he got out of it I 
swallowed it. 
“The milk was groat, and certainly 
worked 
wonders with 
me. 
When I

hood of T/ocomotive Engineers. 
Both 
of them 
claim jurisdiction 
over the 
switch engineers. 
To the company it 
does not m atter with which organiza­ 
tion It makes its arrangem ents, but it 
does want to he able to m ake them 
with one or the other. 
"We are powerless 
in the matter, 
and it D outrageous that we and the 
public should suffer over a question

is cif very little 
practical im­ 
portance 
to 
anyone.

with Hie Brotherhood 
of Locomotive 
Engineers w h ’ch term inated tho pri­ 
vileges of tho firemen to regulate t h *1 
seniority list of switch engineers and 
to represent engineers and m em bers 
of the firemen’s brotherhood on griev­ 
ance committees. 
A large 
percentage of firemen 
be­ 
coming engineers maintain their m e m ­ 
bership and insurance in tho firemen’s 
organization instead of joining the en ­ 
gineers’ 
brotherhood and 
this fact 
seems to he at the bottom of the p re s­ 
ent trouble.
